Modern developments in the treat, 
ment of childhood diseases were out­ 
lined Monday evening bv Dr Har­ 
rison Harbach. local physician, in a 
talk before the local Rotary club, 
meeting at the YWCA.

FARMER GROUP' 
TO SEEK RETURN 
OF GASOLINE TAX 


or oner To Hold 
Inquest On Thursday 


The Adams Countv Farmers asso­ 
ciation, meeting at the court house 
Monday night, voted to begin a cam ­ 
paign to obtain for the farmer the 
entire tax paid on gasoline used for 
farm purposes and to do a way en ­ 
tirely with the filing fee needed now* 
to obtain a partial return of the tax 
Members of the organization, in 
a lengthy discussion, agreed that it 
will probably take a long time to a t­ 
tain their ob lect ive. 
At the present time the farmers 
must file a claim, four times a year, 
to get back a portion of the tax paid 
on gasoline, and must nay $1.50 
film# fee each time thee file 
One farmer said. "It doesn’t make 
sense to have to nay $6 a year to 
get back possibly $8. The fee is all 
right for the big consumer, who 
stands to get a lot of money back, 
but for the little fellow it is far too 
high.”
